The  main  portion  of  this  table  was  compiled  for  my  own  use  while 
«a  student.  I was  led  to  do  this  by  feeling  the  need  of  such  a table ; 
»and  being  unable  to  discover  that  any  such  existed,  either  separately,  or 
ir.n  text-books  of  anatomy,  1 have  been  induced  to  collect  and  publish  the 
trough  notes  I then  made,  from  the  belief  that  this  want  is  still  widely 
tielt,  and  from  the  liope  that  they  wih  be  fovmd  by  other  students  as 
laseful  as  they  were  to  myself. 

With  regard  to  the  arrangement  and  nomenclature  of  the  muscles, 
have  thought  it  better  to  adopt  some  system  already  known  and  re- 
x’^gnised,  than  to  originate  one  of  my  own.  I have,  therefore,  in  these 
cnatters,  followed  tlio  best  and  most  widely-used  text-book, — Dr.  Qhain’s 
Lijj ATOMY,  by  Dr.  Sharpey  and  Mr.  Ellis. 

As  this  table  will  fall  into  the  hands  of  beginnei's  as  well  as  of 
advanced  st  udents,  I have  thought  it  best,  on  the  first  mention  of  each 
eerve  (though  not  afterwards),  to  carry  it  up  to  its  derivation  from  the 
csrebro-spinal  centre,  thus  — “ Posterior  Auricular  of  Facial  of  7th 
Verebral.”
